It "Was Not the United States, but th« 


Republic «f Louisiana. 


The first republic in this hemisphere 


to succeed in compelling recognition 
of its independence was, of course, 
the republic whose proud capital la 
Washington, D. C. But there was an 
earlier one which died soon after its 
birth, of which little or nothing la 
said in our American histories. 
The 


Louisiana Purchase Exposition must 
be credited with a revival of the mem- 
ory of the "Republic of Louisiana." 
which had its tragic little existence 
Botne years before Patrick Henry and 
Sam Adams were talking about revo- 
lution hi the north. 


Whan France, hi 17Ci, codtid Louisi- 


ana to Spain, the subjects of King 
Louis XV. objected to the 
transfer 


without their consent. The local gov- 
ernment submitted the question to the 
council, which, under the lead of Nich- 
olas Chauvln de Lafrenlere, rose in 
revolt Lafrenlere called a convention 
of the people at New Orleans while 
the new Spanish governor was on hla 
way to the colony, and the convention 
selected a delegate to go to Paris to 
dissuade the French king from 
his 


course. Louis XV., however, rebuffed 
tbe delegate and sent back word that 
the people must recognize the author- 
ity of Spain. 


It was then that the people of Lou- 


isiana resolved on a radical course. 
On the night of October 28, 1768, the 
rebels took possession of the French 
forts and the gates of the town In 
the name of. the republic of Louisiana. 
The old French governor offered 
no 


resistance, while the new Spanish gov- 
ernor took refuge on a ship and sailed 
for Havana. On October 29, 1708, tho 
council at New Orleans adopted 
a 


formal 
declaration of Independence, 


officially named Itself the republic of 
Lousiaua, elected Lefreniere "Protec- 
tor" and prepared n written constitu- 
tion. Tills interesting government last- 
ed from October, 1708, to July, 1709, 
when a Spanish squadron of twenty- 
four vessels, with an army of 2,000 
men, arrived at New Orion ns. 
Tha 


new Republican State was destroyed 
and five Republican leaders, Including 
Lafrlenlere, were put to death. 
Then 


all the republic's official papers. In- 
cluding its declaration of lii.l -pc 
and constitution, were burned lu Lha 
public square. 


The anniversary of the execution of 


the leaders, October 28, la to be cele- 
brated at St. Louis by the laying of 
the cornerstone of a monument to La- 
frenlere and his colleagues, on the ex- 
position grounds. 
A direct descendant 


of Ijifricniere, now living In Wiscon- 
sin, baa received a special Invitation 
to be present at tbe exercises. 
Tha

never won more than a mere footnou 
in history, merits the proposed me* 
mortal, and the celebration at St. Louli 
ought to interest the American people.

Washington.— In the house Mr. Bell 


of California, taking up the paragraph 
In the agricultural appropriations bill 
providing for pomologlcal Investiga- 
tions, announced that he would pro- 
pose an amendment providing for an 
Increased appropriation for this work, 
and made a strong appeal for aid for 
the vineyards of California and the 
Pacific coast. 


Mr. Sheppard, Democrat, Texas, one 


of the 
youngest members of 
the 


house, made a determined and persist- 
ent effort to bring about a reform In 
the matter of distribution of seeds by 
the government, but the bill was left 
Just as the committee brought It In so 
far as seeds for free distribution were 
concerned. 


This was the only item In the agri- 


cultural 
appropriation 
bill 
that 


aroused serious discussion, and with 
a few minor amendments the bill was 
passed by the house without division. 


Mr. Lucking of Michigan made an 


unsuccessful

amendment, to the bill so as to restrict 
the distribution of black leg vaccine 
by the agricultural department. 
Dur- 


ing the discussion on the proposed 
amendment Mr. Burleson of Texas 
read the following extract from the 
testimony given by Secretary Wilson 
before the, committee of agriculture 
relative to black leg.

Successful in securing the elimination 
on a point of order of the section of 
the item providing for the distribution 
of the seeds because of a single para- 
graph relating

franking, which the chair held to be 
subject to a point of order. 


Mr. Lind of Minnesota, in criticism 


of the present seed system, read from 
an official; report to show that of $270,- 
450 expended in the distribution of 
seeds, something like $100,000 went 
to defray the expenses of the distribu- 
tion. Mr. Shafroth of Colorado vigor- 
ously defended the present system of 
distribution, pointing out the benefits 
observed in his own state. 


Mr. Hepburn of Iowa proposed an 


amendment to the paragraph provid- 
ing for public road inquiry, so as to 
appropriate $55,000 instead of $35,000, 
and urged Its adoption, but it was lost 
on a vote. 


The agricultural appropriation bill 


was then passed.

territory reflects upon it everlasting 
glory and makes {.us proud of our- 
selves,

tants of this island. This new consid- 
eration shown us, together with the 
services we have previously reoeived 
at their hands, will bind the Cuban 
people to the American ' people for 
ever in a strong tie of sincere grati- 
tude."

nbtck», 


Very well, then get « substitute. Home 
say cion't feed anything in the shape' 
of 'meat but lean; no fat. Wrong 
again. Here is auother place to do a 
little thinking; are insects, worms 
and grasshoppers lean? Far from 
it; 


they are nearly all oil. Then feed 
tbem some fat. It does not need to 
be meat, bat drippings of sweet lurd 
will answer; mix with any food BO 
they will eat It. Don't think I [trioatt 
not to feed fresh meatt for it is a fine 
thing if properly fed ; but it is rather 
expensive, and when feeding a large 
flock it is unhandy. Little chicks are 
bound to have some greasy food (or 
many will die from indigestion, which 
I contend carries away more chicks 
than anything 
else. 
Don't forgot 


greens, for they must have them to do 
well; a few bunches of lettuce or tur- 
nip tops or raw Irish potatoes chopped 
fine are all excellent for the vegetable 
course. Now don't fall to supply tbe 
gravel and sand. 


If big or little chicks fail sick tbe 


first thing to do m ordinary cases is 
to give a laxative, olive oil or castor 
oil, with a few eops of paregoric; then 
feed them, for a droopy chick will 
stand arovuid and starve to death, for 
want of energy to eat. 
I take chicks 


who if*f o»* to eat and poke breaa pilU 
down them; here I use some fine 
gravies mixed with tbe pill. Force a 
few bites down tbem, then let them 
test for a few boors and go after tbem 
again. This is particularly recom- 
mended for chicks blind with tbe 
ronp.— K A,.

RELIC OF THE MIDDLE AQEa 


PKturetqtta Republic of Monk* in the 


Heart of the To kUh Empire. 


The idea of an independent republic 


In the heart of the Turkish 
empire 


sounds unreal. Mount Athos, tLe Holy 
mountain (as It is commonly called by 
(Ireeks and Slavs), consists of 20 mon- 
Bsterios, 11 villages, 250 cells, and 150 
hermitages, with a population of some 
3,000 monks nnd as many lay broth- 
ers, who are known as kosmlkl, or 
worldlings. No Moslem save the Sul- 
tan's representative, no woman or fe- 
male animal may enter the sacred ter- 
ritory, and an army of fifty Albanian 
guards Is stationed at Karyns, the cap- 
ital, to keep them out. The mountain 
Is at the extremity of tae peninsula of 
Chalcldlce, eighty miles southeast of 
Salonlea. 


The government is peculiarly consti- 


tuted. Each of the monasteries elects 
a delegate to the synod, nnd In" addi- 
tion there are four other 
delegates 


from the four "imperial" monasteries. 
These twenty-four elect a president 
each year. The latter's only connec- 
tion with "foreign" relations is to pay 
the annual tribute to the Sultan. With 
this exception tbe monks And hermits 
•re free and under Russian protection. 


Ten of the monasteries are known 


as cenoblte (living in common), the 
others as idiorhymic (living seprately). 
The first, or communist, class is far 
the stricter. The monks receive all 
their necessaries from the monastery, 
take their meals together In the refec- 
tory, and are restricted to the sam« 
diet—namely: one dally meal, consist- 
ing of bread, vegetables and water. 
For the first three days of the great 
forty day fasts they eat nothing at al) 
if their health permits. 
They must 


devote six hours out of the twenty- 
four to religious exercises and twelve 
on festivals. 
Many of their services 


take place In the night, and you may 
see them from your guest chamber 
flitting about the courts like ghosts, 
bearing faint, flickering lanterns la 
their ha'tds, says a correspondent. 


The second, or Individual, class of 


monks live together In their monas- 
teries, but each of them feeds and 
clothes himself as he pleases. The 
monastery provides bread and wine, 
but everything else must be found by 
the monks themselves. For this each 
receives a fixed sum according to his 
rank and office. 
They elect two or 


three monks as administrators for ono 
year, but are practically free to order 
their lives as they please. The ceno- 
bltes, on the other hand, owe entire 
obedience to the heguuian, or abbot, 
who Is elected by them for life. 


The monks' cells are, perhaps, the 


dreariest of human habitations. 
The 


walls are covered with dingy white- 
wash, and the furniture consists of 
wooden divans, where they 
snatch 


short slumbers between the hours of 
prayer. 


The hermits of Mount Athos are en- 


tirely distinct from the monks. They 
live in huts or caves quite alone, al- 
most like wild animals, and are held 
In reverence as saintly persons.

one knows exactly how they subsist. 
They will

GEOGRAPHY PUBLISHED IN 1820 GIVES 


QUEER FACTS IN RELATION TO LOUISIANA 


S 


PEAKING of the big Bhow which la to come off at St txrais reminds 
me of nn interesting thing I came across in an old B"hoolbook the other 
tiny," says a writer in the New Orleans Times-Democrat, "and It • 
»bowH, among other things, thnt 'the world do more.' The book i« an 


•undent nnd modern geography' and was apparently printed In 1820. Here- 
in what it has to say of Louisiana: 


" 'Louisiana Is divided Into the State and territory of Louisiana. Th» 


territory is of great extent, but its boundaries are so indefinite that they 
cannot be given.' 


"The towns are given as 'New Orleans, St Louis, Arkansas, St Gene- 


vteve. New Bourbon and New Madrid.' The rivers put down as being within 
th« Rtate are the Mississippi, Red, Arkansas, White, St. Francis, Missouri 
and 'also runny other little known.' It is added that the Mississippi is thfr 
principal river of Louisiana and one of the two largest In North America. 
U rises in the unexplored country northwest of the United States. It Is gen- 
ernlly deep and rapid and seldom more than a mile wide.' 


"Referring to the country through which the river passes the author 


snj-s: 'The country through which the Mississippi flows, especially on the , 
west, is a marsh or swamp of great extent and lower than the river itself, 
except a narrow strip sometimes a mile or two wide which forms a bank 
and confines the water in its channel. This river in its inundations, which 
are annual and generally from March 1 to June, rises to the astonishing: 
hplglit of forty or fifty feet, sometimes sixty perpendicular, and deluges the- 
country in many places to the distance of thirty or forty miles.' 


"There is also to be found this interesting bit of information about New 


Orleans: 'New Orleans, the capital of Louisiana, is situated on the Missis- 
sippi about 100 miles from the mouth. It is a place of great and increasing: 
trade and from Its situation will probably become one of the most Important 
places In the world." 


AUTO OVER A CENTURY OLD.

ous mechanical creation of William Murdoch, the well-known assistant to- 
James Watt, and the first to discover the Illuminating properties of coal gas- 
and to reduce his discovery to practical application. 


The machine should, perhaps, be more strictly termed an automobile,., 


since It was essentially a road machine. Murdoch, as Is well known, while- 
co-operating with Watt, Invented several devices In connection with steam, 
engines, the most Important of which, no doubt, were the "D" slide valve- 
and the eccentric. 


The precise date at which Murdoch made his first attempt at the' 


construction of this workable locomotive Is not known. According to the- 
testimony of Murdoch's son, It was Invented and completed in 1781, but 
another reliable source places It at 1784. Certain It Is, however, that It vraa. 
built some time between 1781 and 1786.

What does a toe amount to? Not 


much, perhaps, anatomically speaking, 
but it may signify a lot as a "human 
document," giving testimony of the 
race from which a person Is descended. 
It Is the overlength of the second toe 
In practically every antique 
Greek 


statue that has helped recently 
to 


work out a very curious problem, says 
the 
Boston Herald, the solution of 


which is the discovery that the an- 
cient Hellenic sculptors customarily 
used negro slaves as models and that 
the original of the famous Apollo Bel- 
vedere was almost undoubtedly negro \ 
and the Venus of Milo was very likely 
a negress. 


Long ago the fact was noticed that 


the arms of the* old Greek statues, both 
nmle and female, were overlong. The 
reason why was a puzzle until an em- 
inent scholar, learned In classical liter- 
ature, called attention to the recorded 
fact that negro slaves were employed 
as models by Phidias, Praxiteles and 
other celebrated sculptors of their 
time. 


This sheds a sudden light upon the 


subject nnd Immediately It was real- 
ized 
that 
the 
so-culled "Hamltlc" 


blacks of northern Africa are among 
the most beautifully formed people in 
the world. It was not necessary, ob- 
viously, to reproduce their faces in the 
statues; the features were made as 
•Greek as possible. 


These Hnniltic negroes have over- 


loug arms and their second toes are 
longer than their big toes. It is not a 
characteristic of the modem Greek 
foot, any more than of the American 
or British pedal type of to-day. 


Long-accepted idens on this subject 


are thus absolutely upset. The modern 
foot of civilized man may be accepted 
actually the experts say, asa handsomer 
type than the native Greek. An Ameri- 
can lady's foot to-day Is doubtless pret- 
tier than that of her most aristocratic 
prototype of 2.000 years ago. Ills small- 
er, more delicately formed and more 
gracefully arched. 


Oa the other hand, the modern foot 


Is much less useful than the aucient 
foot. For walking it does just about 
as well, but for other purposes it has 
lost most of Its old-time serviceable- 
ness, chiefly owing to cramping by 
shoes. 
•' '' 


Primitive man employs bis feet as 


secondary hand*. The dyak of Borneo 
wields a hammer or grasps in the saute 
way a plane, pushing the tool witli ail 
tha power of his legs; he grips a tree 
trunk with his toes In climbing and 
picks up small objects from iha yroiuul 
with his feet. A baby frequently picks 
up things with Its feet, using the big 
toe like a thumb. 


human foot dees not seem to 


have completed Its evolution as yet. 
To some extent the little toe Is sup- 
pressed by shoes, but there are indi- 
cations that, independently 
of. that 


cause, this small member Is gradually 
going out 
It is becoming rudimen- 


tary, eventually may wholly disappear,, 
like the lost toes of the horse. 
Tbe 


horse originally had five toes and now 
possesses only one. 


Nothing could be more certain thai* 


that the toes are losing their power to* 
express emotions. A queer notion that 
may seem, but it would be a mistake 
to Ignore the feet as organs of expres- 
sion. Observe a barefooted boy and: 
you will notice that his toes erect 
themselves when he Is excited about 
anything. If you are frightened your 
toes curl up. In the antique statues 
the pose of the foot and the clutch of 
the toes have much to do with the 
action of the figure. 


A monkey's feet are practically & 


second pair of hands and the feet of 
some savages are noticeably monkey- 
like. 
A baby's foot Is more like a 


monkey's than a human being's; but, 
as the Infant grows up, the structure- 
of Its foot follows the course of the 
development of the human race from, 
savagery upward, and BO loses Its use- 
fulness for grasping. 


Nevertheless persons deprived of 


hands are able to learn to do wonder- 
ful things with theJr toes, such as sew- 
ing, painting and writing—thus show- 
Ing that the ordinary Inefficiency of 
the foot for any purpose save walking 
is largely attributable to the fact that 
people do not take the trouble to edu- 
cate the member.

THE NAMES OF DISEASES. 


By Knowing the Right Name* Trou- 


ble la £ometln»e> Saved 


One of the first essentials in the 


study of any science is a definite 
uomeiiclature — the fixing of one name 
to one thing — for without that there 
can be no common ground of dis- 
cussion, and the words of a writer may 
convey the wrong Impression and give 
rise to erroneous Ideas, the opposite, 
perhaps, of what was intended, 


Unfortunately deflnJteness in names 


Is conspicuously lacking in medical 
science, and not only in the popular 
aaiues of diseases, but even In the 
terms employed by physicians them- 
selves. 
The confusion of speech 
Is 


particularly unfortunate 
In medicine, 


for It may be the occasion of very 
serious errors. For example, a mother 
hears that a neighbor's child has mem- 
braneous sore throat 
That seems a 


simple little thing, and she takes no 
care to keep her own child away from 
tbe neighbor's house. The neighbors 
Oiemselves are not alarmed, but even 
i'et the little visitor into the sick room. 
If the doctor 
had not employed a 


euphemism, but had called the ''mem- 
braneous sore throat" diphtheria, every 
one would have known the gravity of 
the case and other children would not 
Lave be«n needlessly exposed.
